Lee Harvey Oswald: The lone, 
withdrawn child. . .Tlie lone 
reader of Marxist thunder in 
bushed libraries. . .The lone re- 
jecter of his homeland. . .The 
lone prodigal returned to friend- 
less frustration. . .But, hunched 
in the depository window, still 
alone? 



The Warren Commission nev- 
er said: Lee Harvey Oswald, 
alone, murdered John F. Kenne- 
dy, period. 

It actually said: “The coni'- 
mission has found no evideiKe 
liiat Oswald was involved with 
any person or group in a conspi- 
racy. . .If there is any sw* evi- 
dence, it has been beyond the 
reach of all the investigative 
agencies and resources of the 
United States and ibas not come 



to the attention of the commis- 
sion,” 

■There the matter has not rest- 
ed. 

In New Orleans Dist. Atty. 
Jim Garrison has claimed to 
have found what the commis- 
sion did not: conspiracy. On the 
bookshelves of the nation are 
volumes that claim the same; 
that Oswald was innocent, that 
he was a fall guy, that he was 
involved with Jack Ruby or 
Bernard Weissman or the FBI 
or Communisto or Texas oil in- 
terests <»■ racists. 

A court of law will decide in 
New Orleans. But the other ver- 
sions of coni^iracy are not and 
quite possibly never will 'be be- 
fore a judge and jury. But they 
are before the jury of phblic 
<^inion. They will be for some 
time. 

The Warren Commission, un- 
fortunately, did not answer all 
the questions. Some, however, 
are pr<*ably unanswerable. But 
some are not questions at aU.

scents that confuse the hunt for 
truth. 

What other construction can 
one put, for instance, on Mark 
Lane’s innuendo that thwe 
might have been a connection 
between Ruby and right 
wing of Dallje? 

The comimssion made an 
hour-by-hour probe of Ruby’s] 
actioi^ from Nov. 21 to Nov. 24, 
1963 to determine if he was m- 
volved in a pM. 

“The commission f«md mat 
Ruby’s activities and associa- 
tions were innocent,” LaM 
writes in “Rush to Judgment 
“An objective analysis of the 
record might yield a somewhat 
different evaluation of Ruby s 
coikluct.” 

Lane mentions an mstance on 
Nov. 21 whrai the commission 
had said Ruby “visited with a 
young lady who was job hunting 
in DaEas.” 

“Contrary to the comms- 
sion’s unassuming summation,”

Lane drops the matter at that 
point. Ruby is left at the office 
of Lamar Hunt, whose Texas- 
rich father is a strong supporter 
of ultraright causes. The re^er 
of “Rush to Judgment” is left to 
make what he may of this sug- 
gested Erik between Ruby and 
the DaEas right wing.

Wilhams told Lane be had seen 
Ruby and an officer he identi- 
fied as J. D. nppitt in a patrol 
car when be was arrest in 
November 1963. Lane warns his 
readers thsd WiKanaV tettimo- 
ny “should be assessed with a 
degree of caution” since. he was 
not a witness wd imdor oath. 
He might also Itove hotlted bis 
readers, hut didn’t, that 5^itt 
was sts^oned in the Oak <^f 
section of Dallas aQ‘ toe way 
across town from where Wil- 
hams said be was arrested.
